for and collect such money, with the costs of suit, in
the name of the village of Columbus. All persons de-
siring to do so, shall have the privilege to expend such
labor or money on the street or streets adjacent to their
own lots, if such streets, in the judgment of the road
commissioner, need highway labor.
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Sgction 87. The justices of the peace within said
corporation, shall have jurisdiction of all cases under
the provisions of this act, or for the violation of any or-
dinance or by-law thereof; and in all such cases, and
in all criminal cases, and in suits for damages done to
real estate, if the suit should be removed from the jus-
tice before whom the same was commenced, for preju-
dice or other cause, the papers shall be transmitted to
some other justice in the said eorporation, and if there
be no such justice, or if he be absent or sick, in that
case the papers shall be transmitted to the nearest jus-
tice of the county in which the defendant may reside,
or in which the writ was issued.

Secrion 38. The trustees of said village shall, with-
in ten day next preceding every annual election, cause
to be published, in three public places of the village, by
posting up written notices, a statement which shall show
the name of every person who shall have had an ac-
count or claim allowed by them,the amount of such ac-
count or claim as presented, the amount allcwed, and a
brief statement of the nature of the demand. It shall
also give a brief statement of the condition of the
treasury. The first statement so published, shall em-
brace all accounts allowed from the incorporation of
the village to the time of publishing the same, and each
subsequent statement shall embrace all accounts allowed
to the time of publishing, from the publication of the -
last preceding statement.

SeerioN 89. If any election provided forin this act,
shall for any cause not be held at the time prescribed,
it shall not be considered a sufficient reason for arrest-
ing, suspending or abolishing the said corporation, but
such election may be held at any time thereafter, by
order of the supervisora of the town; otherwise, by or-
der of the trustees of said village, of which time ten
days’ notice shall be given; and further, if any of the
duties enjoined by this act, at a time herein specified,
or specified by any ordinance of said village, are not
then done, the trustees of said village may appoint an-
other time upon which the said duties may be perform-
ed: provided, that the officers so failing to execute such
duties, at the time required, shall be liable to the same
actions, fines and penalties as they would have been
had not said power been conferred upon and exercised
by the trustees.
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Sgorion 40. A majority of the trustees shall be a Quorum, &s.
quorum for the transaction of business, but a less num-
ber may meet and adjourn from time to time, until a
quorum shall be present, but shall do no other business,
and in the absence of the president, three trustees be-
ing present, one of the number may be appointed chair-
men pro lem.

Seorion 41.  All notices, ordinances, rules, orders, How ordinances,
by-laws or other instruments required by any of the iished.” b
provisions of this act to be published in a newspaper
printed in said village, may instead thereof be publish-
ed by posting up printed or written copies, in three
public places in said village, at the time the same may
be required as aforesaid to be published, which posting
up shall, to all intents and purposes, have the like force
and effect as if the same had been regularly printed in a
newspaper published in said village, and the affidavit of Broof of adver-
one person setting forth the time and manner of such
posting, shall be received as proof of the facts therein
contained, in all courts and places.

SkorioN 42. In case the first election provided for In casetrstelec
in the seventh section of this act, shall not be held at "~
the time and place specified in said section, it shall be
lawful for any of the legal voters, not less than twenty
in number, who are residents of the corporate limits, to
issue a call for such election, which call shall state the
time and place that such election will be held, and shall
be published at least ten days before such election oc-
curs, and the persons elected at such first election shall
bold their respective offices until the first Tuesday in
May next after such election, and until their successors
are elected and qualified.

In case this charter shall hereafter be How chartee
in any way altered or amended, such alteration shall ™7 ***
not take effect until the same shall have been submitted
by the trustees to a vote of the qualifid electors at a
general election or special election duly notified for that
purpose, and shall be approved by a majority voting at
such election.

Sgorion 44. The president and trustees of said vil- No compenes-
lage shall receive no pay or emoluments for any servi- ton.
ces performed for said village, or for the discharge of
any of their official duties, and they shall not be, either
directly or indirectly, interested in any contract made
vith or work done for said corporation.
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Snorron 45. Said corporation shall have no power
to borrow money, nor shall it be liable to pay money
borrowed on its account or advanced in its behalf by
its officers or any other person, nor shall any of its
money or property be applied to any such purposes, nor
shall this corporation incur any debt or liability in any
year greater than the amount of tax allowed by this
act to be raised by said corporation in the year in which
said liability was incurred, unless two-thirds of all the
legal voters of said village shall vote in favor of incur-
ring such debt.

SeorroN 46. The street commissioner of said village
shall, under the direction of the president and trustees,
superintend the grading and the building and repairing
of sidewalks and crosswalks and the expenditure of taxes
levied and collected for such purposes, ard shall receive
such compensation for his services as shall be allowed
by the trustees under the provisions of this act.

SkctioN 47. It is hereby declared that in the judg-
ment of the legislature of this state, the objects of the
incorporation named in this act cannot be attained un-
der or by the general laws for the incorporation of vil-
lages.

CHAPTER 281.

[Published March 81, 1864.)

AN ACT to divide the eighth judicial circuit and orgsnire an elev-
enth judicial circuit, and to fix the time for holding the circuit
court in the counties of the said eleventh circuit, and to repeal
chapter 119 of the general laws of 1864, entitled ‘“ an act relating
to and conferring civil jurisdiction upor the county court of
Douglas county.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

BecrioN 1. From and after the first day of July, in
the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, all
that portion of this state included within the counties
of Ashland, Burnett, Dallas, Polk, Douglas and La
Pointe, shall constitute and be a separate judicial cir-
